Nor does it follow because at the las, 
election the electors voted for the candidates 
en bloc, without reference to warde, that they 
can do so again. It cannot be done by virtue 
of any clause ineitber the Act of 1867, 1872, 
or any other Act in existence. This question 
is a much more important one than it may 

to those unfamiliar with the Municips! 
statutes, or who may not have taken the 
‘trouble to inquire what the consequences 
may possibly be should anyone hereafter take 
the trouble to contest the legality of the 
Gouncil’s ‘proceedings in reference to this 


matter. It is with a view, therefore, to save 


trouble and prevent, if possible, the *‘ disar- 

‘fangement of the whole status of the Council 
‘and the affairs of the city,’ that we agaio 
“eall attention: to the subject. The latter 
clause of section 3 of the Act of 1872 enacts 

that “‘When this Act hes been applied to 

any city heretofore incorporated or estab- 

lished, the Ordinances and Acts re- 

lating to such city, and then in force, shall, 

except 80 fat as altered by or inconsistent 
with this Act, remain in force and be con- 

gtrued as one with this-Act.” Section 2 of 

the Act of 1867 says, ‘‘The city shall be di- 

vided into three Wards:—The Jobnson Street 

Ward, the Yates Street Ward, and the James 

Ward.’ Section 7 says, “There shall 

be two Municipal Councillors elected in man- 

ner hereinafter mentioned in each of the said 
Wards." The only reference in the Act of 

1872 to filling an occasional vacancy is found 

fm section 10, and is‘'as follows: ‘‘Any Coun- 
cillor elected to fill am occasional vacancy 
sball bold office only for the uaexpired term 
of the Conacillor in whose place be has been 
elected,”” Section 20 of the same Act suys, 
“The Council of every Municipality shall 
divide the same into Wards, and may, from 

time to time, alter such divisions 80 as to al- 


' Jow the different portions to be equally re- 


presented sn the Council, on the basis of 
taxpaying population.” Ie will therefore be 
observed that in respect of. representation by 
Wards the Acts of 1867 and 1872 ere in ac- 
eord with each otber. Had the election in 
February been held in Wards, as it undoubt- 
edly should have been, the course of the 
Council would .now be perfectly clear; bat 
as the Governor’s Letters Patent did away 
with the ward system, and as the Council 
neglected to restore that system, as they 
should bave done ander the provisions of the 
20th section of the Act of 1872 above quoted, 
it is very clear.they cannot bold a ward elec- 
tion sotil the city bas been re-divided inte 
Fosthen: is there any clause in either of the 
Muni Acts which gives them any power 
whatever to sey, after baviog established 
wards, in which ward a vacancy bas occur- 
red. Tf it be the intention, as we understand 
it is, of the Council to take a vote of the 
whole city in the election of s candidate to 
Gill the present tacancy, we would call. their 
attention to-the 14th section of the Act of 
2873, a8 bearing somewhat upon that matier. 
It. is. thereby enacted that ‘‘after. the fret 
munitipal election)" any male or female, 
being of the fall age of twenty-one years, 
who is rated upon the assessment roll of the 
municipality, and’ ‘whe bas psid, not less 
than ten days previous*to the \time of tbe 
stostion, oll gounicipal rates agd taxes pay-

There bases 
been no assessment roll prepared as pro- 
vided for under the Act of 1872,and conse- 
quently under the provisions of that Act 
sothing can bedone, so feras the coming 
election is concerned. And what about the 
Act of 1867? Under the provisions of that 
Act the assessment roll should have been 
a gi revised and completed before the 
rat day of March last, because, by sectien 
4, of the Act of 1869, ‘‘ The rates or taxes 
shall be deemed to be due on the let day of 
March in each year, and sball be payable at 
the office of the clerk of the municipal coun~ 
eil.”” Therefore, according to that law, the 
municipal rates for thie year are already due, 
and no ratepayer who has not paid bis rates 
at least ten days before the date of election, 
will either be eligible to serve aga council- 
lor or to record a yote upon the day of elec- 
tion, It is very much to be regretted that at 
this particular juncture in our municipal af- 
fairs, when matters of great moment to the 
interest of the citizens are pending, partica- 
larly the construction of water works and the 
consequent heavy expenditure aod burden of 
debt to be incurred thereby, anything should 
have arisen to involve doubt and uncertainty 
as to the legality of the course the Council 
are taking ; aud in the interest of the tax 
payers of the city we would advise the Coun. 
cil to be very cautious in their movements, 
lest they bring trouble upon themselves and 
@ieaster upon the city.
